Rules and conditions for the grant of three scholarships in 1929 tenable in England 
for the training of Marine Engineers. . 


I. Candidates will be required to appear at an examination. The regulations 
prescribing the qualifications of candidates, the rules for the examination and the 
method of selection are detailed in Appendix 11 to these rules. . 

II. he selected candidates will be apprenticed for training at one of His 
Majesty’s doekyards or at a private firm of marine engineers as may be arranged by 
the High Commissioner for India. This apprenticeship will extend over a period of 
4 to 5 years. 

Ill. The periad of apprenticeship will be followed by training for 18 months 
at sea in a foreign-going ship in order to enable the candidates to sit for the Second 
Class Engineers’ Examination of the Board of Trade.
